crops but did not altogether relieve 
drought conditions in Pennsylvania, 
the weekly weather report of the 
United States Department of Agri­ 
culture disclosed today 
• Due to lack of moisture.” the re­ 
port stated, "the ground was hard- 
baked 
and 
dry, 
but 
after 
the 
showers, plowing for fall seeding ol 
wheat, barley and rye progressed 
rapidly. 
Apples are ripening rapidly in all 
sections, 
with 
the 
crop generally 
light but of good quality. 
"1710 peach season is about over, 
and no reports were received from 
the tobacco-growing sections." 
“Corn ripened rapidly, especially 
in northern counties and cutting 
and silo-filling is in progress else­ 
where throughout the state. 
The 
crop as a whole is reported as good 
to excellent, except in a few south­ 
western sections. 
‘ Meadows and 
pastures showed

showers, but they are still short in 
many sections and

state adm inistration did not meet j 
federal requirements. 
Ohio officials had been requested 
to attend, but none was present. 
Nevertheless, the board proceeded j 
with its ow'n witnesses and heard 
testimony from its investigators that j 
the Ohio adm inistration was per­ 
meated with politics and was inef­ 
ficient. 
T heir statem ents included asser- j 
tions th at requests for old-age as­ 
sistance directed personally to Davey j 
received preferential treatm ent, that 
prsonnel had been appointed on the j 
I. basis of ' political and personal in­ 
fluence,” and that pension recipients I 
had been told it would be a “good 
idea” to vote for Davey. 
When the hearing concluded, Alt- 
meyer observed that it was “reason­ 
able to assume" that the failure of 
Ohio officials to attend was “an ad­ 
mission of the truth of the charges.”
